The s|>eechcs by which- these cross 
protection and agrarian purposes are 
defended empty the Senate of all ex- 
cept each speaker and the officers of 
the body, except when some scenes 
blasphemy and villification is precipi- 
tated, as was the case on Monday.

let McKinleyism remain, with Repub- 
licanism responsible for it, than 
tolerate a tiust pudding aggravat'd 
by highway tohery as the Fcmite lull 
plus tiie income attachment now is.

The quarter bout rose to her duvita 
again amidst the silence of seven 
hundred men mustered on the deck. 
“John Mowbray, seaman, ‘DD 1 — 
dead, discharged," was entered on 
the purser’s book. As If nothing 
had occurred the men were piped to 
supper. The relic of the tragedy, 
the cap, remained wet and sodden 
on the capstan, tossed there by one 
of the boat's crew as he passed. 

The officer of the watch passing 
the starboard side of the quarter 
deck, deep In thought, suddenly no- 
ticed a sailor standing at the mast 
awaiting recognition. 

“What Is it?" said the officer, 
stopping short. The man saluted. 

“I begs pardon, sir,” he said. 
“But that cap there is John Mow- 
bray’s. I was with him on the fore- 
top gallant yard when somethin' 
knocks it off. Says he: Til get it 
If I has to swim for it, or drown,' 
then down he goes, leavin’ me the 
heuvy bunt to handle, sir, alone.” 

Bock to the capstan went the offi- 
cer; he lifted up the recking cap; Its 
story was soon told. Out of the lin- 
ing came, with the usual sailor’s 
things, a wet blurred letter and a 
cheap un framed tintype of a pretty 
woman with pink cheeks, and a gilt 
chain about her neck. 

For this John Mowbray, seaman, 
leaped to his death. 

The young lieutenant who had 
plunged to his rescue was Stephea 
B. Luce, now a rear admiral re- 
tired.— N. Y. Weekly. - 

Mr. Childs' Paper and Estate. 

The death of George W. Childs 
will not affect the policy of tho Pub- 
lic Ledger nor will any changes be 
mode In the management of the 
paper.

W. Childs Diexel was installed as 
publisher of the Ledger early in Oc- 
tober lost and he will continue In 
this capacity and have sole charge 
of the plant. 

Mr. Childs’ fortune was a large one. 
He was In receipt of a very lurge In- 
come for years and he made excel- 
lent investments iu many ways. 
But, while his income was so large, 
his expenditures also were great, es- 
pecially so in support of educational 
and charitable institutions and In 
Indirect charities. The profit from 
the publication of the Ledger is said 
to have averaged as high as one thou- 
sand dollars a day. 

The Invalid's Room. 

The best room in the house should 
be devoted to the unfortunate mem- 
ber of the family who is 111. The 
best room, of course, is not the one 
with the Persian rugs or the Chip- 
pendale furniture, but Is the one 
where the means of heating, light- 
ing and. ventilation are best. Out- 
door air should be allowed to pour 
In. It is not advisable, however, to 
allow it to sweep over the bed. A 
screen between the bed and the win- 
dow is always desirable. 

The floor should be covered wRh 
matting, or merely waxed. A table 
large enough to hold a small wicker 
compartment basket for medicine 
bottles and glasses, a lamp, and a 
book In which all the physician's 
suggestions may be jotted down, Is 
a necessity. A spirit lamp to heat 
water for beef tea, shades to hong 
over the gas or lump to protect the 
Invalid's eyes, and an invalid's chair 
are also requisites of tho properly- 
furnished sick room. 

The bed and bedding should be 
kept scrupulously clean. The sheets 
and pillow cases should bo changed 
every other day and aired in tho 
sunlight or before the fire for an 
hour every day.

[LOUISVILLE COMMERCIAL] 

The large gold exports of last week 
told on the gold reserve of the Treas- 
ury, which is again Mow the $100,- 
000,000 mark. The fact that our ex- 
ports for the first quarter of the year 
were nearly $206,000,000 more than 
our import shows that the gold is not 
sh ipped abroad to settle t rude balances, 
but indicates a continued withdrawal 
of European capital from investments 
in this country. The balance of trade 
in our favor ia less encouraging than 
such a balance usually ia, because it 
ia caused rather by the decrease of our 
importations, indicating partly an in- 
disposition to accumulate stocks and 
partly a compulsory economy in con- 



sumption, than by un increase of ex- 
ports. Our cx|K>its increased by fifty 
millions, but our im|x>rts decreased 
by about a hundred and fifty-seven 
millions. So far as the falling off in 
imports was in raw material it ia an 
effect of the reduction of ourmanufac- 
turing productions. 

Business is always in a more'or less 
disturbed state when congress is in 
session and engaged in discussing 
cither the tariff or financial measures, 
and when a bill makes such radical 
changes in the tariff as the one now 
pending, it is not to be expected that 
business will go long in a regular 
way until that bill is finally disposed 
of. The trouble now is that there is 
no telling when the pending bill will 
be disposed of in a way to be consid- 
ered final. If this Congress passes it, 
as it will in some shape, business men 
will not be reassured, because the 
leaders who are responsible for it have 
announced that it iaonly the first step 
in the direction they propose to go, 
nnd that they intend, next year, or ns 
soon as possible, to bring in a bill 
that will go much farther. With this 
threat hanging over them, business 
men and manufacturers feel com- 
pelled to go slow. 

However, though they will go slow, 
there is certain to be a change from 
the present severe depression. Sup- 
plies are becoming exhausted, and 
things are wearing out and must be 
replaced, and a great country like 
ours, merely to keep things moving 
and to supply what is worn out, 
causes a very considerable business, 
nnd on that account a gradual im- 
provement from now on may be ex- 
|iected. The summer will be dull, of 
course, but better things may be ex- 
l>ected in the fall.

The best way of finding out what 
power a man is able to exert with hit 
different muscles is to get him to do 
a variety of feats, each of which calls 
particularly upon some set of muscles.

Those of the 
arms, chest and hack are engaged in : 
pulling the handle upward, while 
those of the legs give assistance Im- 
pressing downward with ail their , 
force. If a test fur the stiength of 
hand and nnu only is required that 
recommended by Galton in hia ac- 
count of anthropomctrical apparatus 
— the hand and arm dynamotor — may 
be mentioned. The object of the 
former is to mensure the strength of 
each hand in respect to the force that 
can be exerted in squeezing an article 
of the most suitable size between the 
fingers and the palm. An arrange- 
ment is made by means of which the 
pressure applied can be varied, and 
thus the strength of the hand when 
acting in its most advantageous posi- 
tion can be measured. The arm 
dynameter measures the strength of 
the arm when exerted in the same 
way as by an archer drawing a bow.

B. B. C. RESOLUTIONS. 

At a meeting of the R. E. C Society 
of Hartford College, held on Wednes- 
day, May 16, 1894, the following pre- 
amble and resolutions were adopted: 

Whereas, God in His mysterious 
wisdom has taken from our midst 
and from our school, onr friend and

The Canadian press of March 88, 
| HP |, gi ves I III" s)ss'cli of the uiiuister 
of liiiani e at Ottawa the day previous. 
Tlie following nre extracts: 

"Now. sir, I have been frank to ad- 
mit that in the initial stages of a pro- 
tcetive policy the priees of gissls manu- 
factured under it were enhanced, but 1 
am here to state another fact, and that 
is that just as eapitnl invests itself tho 
industrial establishments multiply ns 
they become diversified nnd distributed 
throughout the country, the power of 
internal competition comes in to tnko 
the place of external competition — a 
competition in mnny eases more keen 
and destructive than the foreign compe- 
tition, owing to equal conditions of pro- 
duction mid carriage and distribution 
in the country. ” 

This is the deliberative opinion of 
flip Canadian government today, and 
tlie new tariff now ising formulated is 
being planned on these lines. 

If Mr. Foster’s words could be used 
as a club, they would Is* an admirable 
weapon to use on the Wilson hill. Mr. 
Foster is not a Republican, or a Demo- 
crat, or a Populist, He is a Canadian 
legislating for his own country und 
states his deliberate opinion ns to a pro- 
teetive tariff. He does not find that a 
tariff is n tax on the consumer, except 
pcrlnqis at (lie very first. He finds that 
local capital, local enterprise, is so plenty 
and so ki-on that the price is very soon 
cut down to net cost. 

He continues: "I will state further 
what cannot Is* denied — that, in tlie his- 
tory of the national party here, in the 
history of protection in tho United 
States, in Ucrmuiiy and in other coun- 
tries, that fact is one of the most potent 
in the records of the results of such a 
j»licy that, although there is at first a 
raising uf prices, they tend to come 
down hjr tho multiplication of tho in- 
dustries ami the couqs-titiou which re- 
sults flu ref r« iiu until the producers sell 
simply at the cost of manufacturing, 
plus u mere living profit. ” 

Why could not Mr. Voorhcos huve 
taken a few lessons in political economy 
before lie opened the defense of the Wil- 
son free trade bill in the senate? 

But Mr. Yoorhces made much of what 
he was pleased to term highway robbers 
coming to Washington to demand hear- 
ings and protection for their several in- 
terests. Sir. Voorhcos saw corruption, 
crime uml nearly every other disaster in 
these remonstrance*. Let us see what 
Mr. Foster says on this point:

In some places the wull is 
built smooth up against the bank, or 
crosses a precipice where there is a 
sheer descent of 1,000 feet.
